First of all she should provide a free 
public library. She should also in- 


crease the number of her parks and/ 


make liberal appropriations for their 
improvement. She has also a sufficient 
art atmosphere to warrant the estab- 
lishment of a central art gallery in con- 
nection with a museum of natural and 
historical curiosities. These, together 
with the public library, might be 
placed in a fine building owned by the 
city, and surrounded by large, orna- 
mental grounds. We are a city of 
sufficient proportions forall of these 
things, as well as for other 
features of interest. Let us 
consider them. If we can 
add these to the perfectfons of our cli- 
mate we shall have a stronger hold 
upon all classes of home and pleasure 
seekers. Give us clean, well-paved 
streets; extensive and highly-improved 
parks; a free public library; a well- 
filled gallery of art, and a general mu- 
seum of curiosities to supplement what 
Los Angeles already possesses ih the 
way of climate, soil, resources, and 
rare beauty of surroundings, and we 
shall find the stranger so well satisfied 
with what we have to offer him that he 
will not be slow to turn his back upon 
other and older cities, and fully content 
to cast in his lot with us. 


Liberty in Germany. 


A local contemporary refers to the 
late Emperor of Germany as ‘‘the best 
liberal sovereign by his own people of 
modern times.’’ 

De mortius nil nisi bonum is a good 
rule, but it does not necessarily follow 


with attributes which they never 
possessed. When it comes to call- 
ing a man ~“the most 
eral sovereign of modern times,” 
who as Crown Prince shot his country- 
men down like dogs, and as Emperor 
was the chief upholder of the most 
grinding system of militarism that a 
people ever staggered under, is push- 
ing the facts pretty close. With ex- 
ception of Turkey, there is no coun- 
try in Europe where the indi- 
vidual subject has enjoyed less 
personal liberty and governmental 
supervision than in Germany under the 
late Emperor. The rights of civilians 
have been made in every way subser- 
vient to the aggrandizement of the 
army, whose idol he naturally was. 
An idea of the extent to which per- 
sonal liberty has prevailed in Germany 
may be gathered from the sensation 
which has been caused oy the 
proclamation of the new Emperor, in 
which he shocks the aristocratic and 
military element by actually leaving to 
his subjects the privilege of deciding 
how long and in what manner they 
shall mourn for his father. 

Probably the Poles, the Jews and the 
Catholics might also have something to 
say regarding the “liberality” of the 
late Emperor.

SANTA FE TIED UP. 


Engineers Became “Tired” 
Yesterday at 4 p.m. 


The Managers of the Road Profess 
Ignorance as to the Cause. 


All Moving Trains Will Be Taken to 
Their Destinations. 


The Engineers Quietly Quit Work and Ran Their 
Engines Into the Roundhouses, and De- 
cline to Give Reasons 
Therefor. 


By Telegraph to The Times, 
KANSAS City, March 15.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.) The engineers and firemen 


on the vast system of the Atchison, Topeka’ 


and Santa Fé Company went out on astrike 
at 4 o’clock this afternoon. ‘The strike 
created intense excitement and surprise for 
the reason that the road has not been 
handling. Burlington freight. That the 
strike was ordered.by some one in authority 
there is no doubt, but in this city the men 
profess ignorance of the issuing of any such 
orders, and say they have quit because they 
are “tired.” The first indication of trouble 
here was at half-past 4 o’clock this after- 
noon, when the Osage City ex- 
press was scheduled to depart. Con- 
ductor Murray gave the order to 
start, when Engineer Higgins quietly 
stepped from the cab and refused to pull 
out. At the same time that Higgins left his 
engine at the union depot, 40 men ein- 
ployed in the Santa Fé freight yards at 
Argentine quit work, all declaring them- 
selves “tired.”’ Nothing positive can be said 
as to the origin or cause of the strike. The 
men hada grievance a month ago and had 
a conference with the officials, and were 
granted all they asked for. The gesolutions 
adopted at the Grievance Commftte’s meet- 
ing at Topeka some days ago threatened a 
Strike if the company accepted any Burling- 
ton freight, but it has been understood that 
the Santa Fé was not handling any boy- 
cott®d business whatever. 
VARIOUS RUMORS. 

Rumors are circulated tonight that a 
Strike will begition the Kansas City, Fort 
Scott and Gulf system at 10 a.m. tomorrow, 
andon the Missouri Pacific at1 p.m. to- 
morrow. The engineers disclaim any 
knowledge of any such plan, but the sudden 
and surprisipg turn of affairs on the Santa 
Fé strengthens the belief in this respect. 

The chairman of the General Grievance 
Committee of the Brotherhood of Engineers 
received a telegram from Mr. Arthur to- 
night, instructing him to send the Santa 
Fé committeemen to Chicago at onee and 
intimated that the Santa Fé Company was 
ready to compromise. The chairman 
replied by asking if the Burlington 
would yield to its strikers’ demands 
in case the Santa Fé strike was lifted. The 
10:15 California train had not left at mid- 
night, and there seemed to be small 
chance for its getting out tonight. 

NO REASON GIVEN FOR THE TIE-UP. 

NewTon (Kas.), March 15.—At 4 o’clock 
today all the engineers and firemen of 
freight trains and switch engines on the 
Santa Fé at this point left their cabs and 
went on a strike. All passenger trains are 
still running, but itis not known how long 
they will continue.
